U is equally gratifying to 
know that brighter prospects in business are not 
confined to this city, but generally prevail through 
the country. The great improvement in the 
manufacturing, and its collateral branches, un- 
doubtedly arises from the wise policy of giving 
protection to our workmen by a tariff.

proleclion afforded by the last tariff act, and its 
happy influence upon business generally, while 
it has exploded many long winded theories about 
free trade, and practically proved that the lugu-
